Whereas
the average in 1940 was figur
ed at 1643 kilowatt hours per
home a year, it will run in the
neighborhood of 5000 kilowatt
hours by 1958-—-enough pbwer
to keep a 100-watt light bulh
burning night and day for near
ly six years.

Power Use Grows

{The growth of utility compa
nies has been egually spectacu
lar. In 1905,:théy were called
upon to meet what was then a
record rate of consumption of
three billion kilowatt hours a
year. In 1953, the latest year
for which figures are dvailable,
American electric power con
sumers burned about 130 times
as much—400 billion. kilowatt
hours. ¥
